Abh, the 60's. I don't remember anything about the 60's. See, JI was born 
in '68. Oh well, so much for the "good old days" nostalgic approach. 
Anyway, I was turned onto this stuff by my good friend Steve Smith (hey 
guy how's it going?!) back in the good old days of Crib.(I knew I could 
work the nostalgic bit into this!) at the time all I knew was a few 
tunes by the Blues Magoos (namely, the singles of "We Ain't Got Nothing 
yet" and "Pipe Dream" and “Albert Common Is Dead" from a very shitty 
sounding tape), "Get Me To The World Cn Time" by the Flectric Prunes, 
"Pictures of Matchstick Men" by the Status Quo, and of course, the 
"Nuggets" album. Well since then I've gone on to bigger and better 
things. Starting off with the basics (the affore mentioned few and a 
couple others), I found that I love this stuff. So I kept going and 
finding more obscure stuff, expanding my musical tastes as well as my 
record collection. Now almost half of my stuff is this kind. (Ck-you're 
wondering when I'm going to get to the point of this whole article, 
right? Well, this is going to be sort of a guide to the best and-prob- 
ably most easily found 60's psychedelic/garage punk records. 


THE BLUES MAGOOS-One of the essentials. Great punk stuff, can be wild 
and can also restrain themselves. They have a fairly basic 60's sound, 
guitars, bass, drums, organ, vocals, etc., but not as menacing as most, 
they create a really happy atmosphere. Check out their first and sec- 
ond albums. "Psychedelic Lollipop" (their Ist) was recently reissued 

by Mercury and is quite easily found, but their second, "Slectric 

Comic Book" (which is also the better of the two) may take a collector 
to find. Their singles are easily found in used sections, Worth your 
time. 
THE SEEDS-What some people might call the epitome of garage punk. Most 
of you have probably heard their hit "pushin' Too Hard" which is con- 
sidered a classic. The rest of the stuff, for the most part, sounds 
exactly the sane but is also very much worth your while. Their Ist two 
albums are their basic stuff but by their 3rd one ("Future") Sky Saxon 
(lead vocals) had gotten into Flower Power resulting in a very inter- 
esting album filled with eerie effects (tubas and girls' voices). Most 
people hate this album but I think it's one of their best. Their 4th, 
"Spoon Full Of Seedy Blues" is a waste of time. But in their "heyday" 
the Seeds left their mark. All of their stuff can be found because 
none of it ever went out of print :

THE ELECTRIC PRUNES-For a while, my fave. Great wild punk stuff with 
complicated and interesting guitar and organ work. Their two classics 
"] Had Too Much To Dream Last Night" and "Get Me To The vorld On Time" 
still rank as some of the best stuff out of this era. I've never seen 
any of their stuff reissued as albums or compilations, but you might 
be able to find the originals of these. Ist and 2nd albums good. Check 
garage sales and things of the like for this stuff. I found a single 
by them in amvets, How ‘bout it! 


THE CHOCOLATE WATCHBAND-I have a feeling they were heavily into the 
mind expansion" ecause their albums had long psychedelic jams 
(I like this kind of stuff but you may not) as well as some primo 

punk tunes. All of their stuff is worth it, but the originals will 
empty out your wallet quite easily. Luckily, there have been "Best 
Of" albums released of these guys. Top notch stuff here. 


cae FLOOR ELEVATORS-Whereas the Chocolate Watchband will 
sant your wallet, these guys will empty out your entire bank account! 


Even their reissues are rare, so if you can afford it, these guys are 
well worth it. Extremely wild and crude punk rock from Texas. Haven't 
heard too much by them, but what I did blew me over. These guys def- 
injtly make "Nuggets" essential. Now I know these guys were into the 
"mind expansion" bit ‘cause their breakup was due to their frequent 


drug busts.

THE MOVING SIDEWALKS-Another great Texas band, members (Billy Gibson) later : 
ormed ZZ Tope Basic garage sound, best stuff includes their singles, which 
can be found collected onto "Best Of" compilations. "99th Floor" ranks as 
a classic, even today when it is found as the name of a fanzine (which by 
the way is great) and is also covered by the Fuzztones (a "new" garage band)

LOVE-Some of you may remember Love from their minor chart success, but 
these guys aren't wimpy 60's pope Well, some of their stuff was mellow 
but still agressive, which may be due to their singer Alvin Lee. Lee, 
who was a black from the South, was really energetic and had a wailin' 
set of pipes. I think their stuff has been reissued, but the originals 
are quite easily found. Love songs were frequently covered by the small- 
er bands around back then. Their first few albums and especially the 
song "7 + 7 Is" (a killer!) are essential.

THE BARBARIANS-Moulty, their drummer, had a hook for an arm and the story of 
his life can be heard on the mandatory "Moulty". Their sound was raw, but 
not really wild like most others. Another hit, "Are you A Boy Or Are You A 
Girl?" made the charts and was reissued as a single with the Music Explosion's 
"Little Bit Of Soul" on the other side. Also their entire album was reissued 
by Rhino records a while back, and can be found in most stores. 


"PEBBLES" series-A series of compilation lp's (they're up to Vole 12 now) 
which feature alot of the smaller bands whose singles are literally 
impossible to find. All records come complete with very informative 

liner notes and pictures when possible. Some of the bands that have been 
featured are: The Haunted (who are legend on their own), The Litter 
(ditto), the Gestures, It's All Meat, the Human YxpresSign, the Squires, 
The Outcasts ("1523 Blair" is one of the best songs ever!)y j@tc.etc.etc. 
Pebbles deals mainly with the garage punk bands, and all volumes are 
essential espescially Vol 1,2,5,6,9, and 10.

MOXIE RECORDS-Another label that deals with reissues. They have a whole 
Series of compilations called "Boulders", but their best stuff is their 
2" ep reissues. Great stuff including the Moving Sidewalks, the Tongues 
of Truth, the Chocolate watchband, the Huns, and 3 different compilation 
ep's. The stuff on this label is pressed in very limited quanities, which 
sort of makes it a pain for the collector, but this stuff is worth it.

EVA Records-A great little label out of France which deals with reissues. 
Nost of their lp's are complete collections of a bands' entire recorded 
output, and they include Mouse and the Traps, the Litter, the Moving 
Sidewalks, and more.
